_ THE MANGEL WURZEL. 

Ata time when the potato rot seems to have 
renewed its strength, and left us-hardly potatoes 
enough for seed, it is prudent for our farmers to 
turn to the cultivation of other varieties of root 
crops. Our readers know full well that we have 
always advocated the cultivation of root crops of 
all kinds. We have never yet seen the farmer in 
Maine, who gave his cattle and other stock a full 
supply of some kinds of roots in the winter, that 
ever lost anything by it. 

We know that there recently are many who, 
because they cannot raise potatoes with the cer- 
tainty and ease that they formerly did, give up 
all trial of raising any roots, and depend either 
upon hay alone, or upon hay and indian meal 
to carry their cattle through our long winters. 
Hay and indian corn are prime articles,—but 
did you ever see the animal in mid winter, if 
ever so well fed with hay and meal, that would 
turn up his nose and refuse a good foddering of 
turnips, carrots, beets or potatoes? Or, did you 
ever see the animal kept well on hay and indian 
. corn in midwinter, that was not als» benefited 
by a judicious mixture of roots with its feed? 

It is good policy for the farmer to raise a good 
supply of roots of some sort or other. We wish 
to call attention to the subject of cultivation of 
the Mangel Wurzel or large German field beet. 
We do this for two reasons,—the first is, when- 
ever we have raised a good crop of them, and 
they are easily raised, we have received great 
benefit from them as winter food for milch cows. 
The second reason is that in perusing the volume 
of the ‘‘Journal of the Royal Agricultural So- 
ciety’’ for 1856, we found a detail of some in- 
teresting experiments on the cultivation of this 
root, an abstract of which we wish to lay before 
you. 

These experiments were made by Mr. James 
Caird, and the object of them was to ascertain 
the best manure for this root. ‘‘Not knowing,”’ 
says he, ‘‘what might be the most suitable dres 
sing for this crop, I, last spring, adopted the 
safe method of applying a mixture of all the 
best manures in the following liberal proportions, 
viz: 15 cubie yards of good dung, 2 ewt. of 
Peruvian guano, 2 cwt. of super phosphate of 
lime, 2 ewt. of Nitrophosphate, 4ewt. of com- 
mon salt—to each acre of my general crop on a 
good loam in Kent, within ten miles of London. 
The product of one measured acre, probably the 
bsst in the field, weighed upwards of forty tons 
of roots, (the yellow globe variety,) and the 
whole field has averaged thirty tons. In order 
to ascertain which one of these manures had the 
best effect, I directed a series of experiments to 
be made in another field where the soil was more 
gravelly and not quite so favorable to the man- 
gold crop. 

There were twelve experiments altogether, each 
occupying the tenth part of an acre. The whole 
plot was of uniform soil, the previous crop on 


THE CHINESE SUGAR CANE. 

Perhaps no new plant, or plant of so recent 
introduction among us, will ever have so exten- 
sive a trial as the Chinese Sugar Cane will have 
throughout the whole United States this year. 
As is always the case with new things, some are 
enthusiastic in regard to it, and some are faith- 
less. Some seem to talk as if a stalk or two of it 
will supply a large family a year with all the 
sugar and molasses needed. Others seem to look 


| upon it asasort of ‘‘ humbug,” and plant it 


merely out of curiosity, or, at any rate, to make 
green fodder for their cattle. Faith is a good 
thing, and necessary for the success of any busi- 
ness or new undertaking. A moderate degree of 
it should be used in regard to the success of this 
species of the sugar cane in Maine. We ought 
not to be too sanguine, however, that a small 
patch of it will be equal toa West India sugar 
plantatation, yielding molasses, and sugar, and 
fodder, and rum—and seed enough to supply you 
for next year’s sowing. 

Tt will do no such thing. In all probability it 
will grow as well among us as Indian corn, but 
not ripen its seed. It will afford a fair molasses 
or syrup, either as it regards quantity or quality, 
but wilknot so far mature as to yield much if 
any crystalizable sugar. It will make a very 
good material for feeding milch cows or other 
cattle, either in its green or dry state. It will 
afford by distillation a fair share ef aleohol,—a 
property whereby it may be made a scourge in- 
stead of a blessing, as we have enough already of 
that article, derived from other sources, to curse 
the universe. . 

We would respectfully advise all those who 
can do it conveniently to give ita trial, but with 
moderate expectations. The present high prices 
of sugar and molasses undoubtedly draw atten- 
tion of Rousekeepers to this plant, and we hope 
it will really be a source of good supply to us 
for those articles so necessary for family use. 

We have received a small package of sugar 
|cane seed and a circular, through the politeness 
(of Hon. Samuel P. Benson, our Member of Con- 
gress, who, by the way, has done the cause of 
agriculture good service in that stony, thorny 
ground, the United States House of Representa- 
tives. We thank him for the seed and the cir- 
cular, and the farmers of Maine thank him for 
his efforts to make agriculture flourish in such a 
hopeless field. 

The circular contains, in addition to matter 
which we have before published, relative to the 
origin and mode of cultivating the plant in ques- 
tion, the following queries.

which had been wheat, often Italian rye grass. 
The experimental crop of mangold varied from 
11 tons 18 ewt. to up to 30 tons 12 ewt. an acre, 
the best acre being thus three times as produc- 
tive as the worst. 

The best received—20 cubic yards of dung, 
4 cwt. of Peruvian guano, 5 ewt. of common 
salt, and produced 30 tons. 

The worst received—8 cwt. of super phosphate 
alone, and produced 11 tons 18 ewt. 

The second worst received—8 ewt. of Nitro- 
phosphate alone, and produceg 12 tons 11 ewt. 


The third worst received—5 ewt. of Peruvian}. 


guano, alone, and produced 12 tons 15 ewt. 
From these experiments he inferred that neither 
of the manures alone would produce the greatest 
yield of mangolds. 
He then tried a second series of experiments 
by increasing the quantity of the manures ap- 
plied, and the result can be thus briefly stated :

40 cubic yards of dung produced 21 
74 cwt. Peruvian guano ee 17 17 
12 ‘* superphosphate 6 14 19 
12 ‘* nitrophosphate ” 15 6 


The best of these is nearly a third short of the 
best experiment, and the worst is more than one- 
half deficient. 

He again tried a third series, mixing the man- 
ures in various proportions, viz :

By other experiments he found, for his soil 
and locality, at least, that common salt was a 
- valuable addition to the dressings, and he finally 
settled down that the proportions of dressing for 
him were as above stated, the best, viz.: 20 cubic 
yards of dung, 4 cwt. of Peruvian Guano, and 
5 ewt. of common salt. 


Orcuarv. Nothing is more detrimental to a 
young orchard than to sow in small grain of any 
_kind, particularly oats. The best crop to be 
grown in an orchard is potatoes; or, for a rota- 
tion, corn, buckwheat or vines. When the or- 
chard is eight or ten years old, sow clover, and 
mulch around the trees. The mass of our fruit 
trees lean northeast. When the trees are small 
and newly set, guard against this by setting 
stakes and fastening the trees, leaning them to 
’ the southwest ; a rope of oat nm od to tie 
them with. [Prairie Farmer. 


Grarrinc Wax. One part beeswax, two parts 
tallow, four parteifsin. Mix together, and work 
it like shoemaker’s wax. P

Tt appears that a good lady of this place did 
as ali good ladies should do, washed her stock- 
ings and put them out to dry, and with all the 
searches and enquiries she was able to make, she 
never could get sight of two of the number she 
left-out, and she corld not but believe that the 
lost necessaries were Sulen by some evil minded 
person who did not have the fear of man or wo- 
man before his eyes, and prehably she would 
have ever continued of the same apinion had it 
not been for the death of a very promising year- 
ling heifer, after a lingering sickness of seven or 
eight days, which, upon a post mortem exan,ing- 
tion, proved that the poor heifer had eaten th. 
lost stockings, by way of a change, or a relish, I 
am not certain which. 

Both of the missing stockings were found in 
the heifer’s stomach, partially masticated, so dry 
and wadded together that nature could not throw 
them off of her stomach, consequently causing her 
death. 

I mention this singular circumstance, that our 
good house wives may be on their guard against 

ing such things to four as well as two leg- 
ged animals, for it is pretty evident that some of 





both species ‘‘hanker”’ after such things. 

I believe it is a very common thing for cattle 
as well as for sheep that have been for some time 
kept in pretty close quarters, to ‘‘hanker’’ after 
and eat many things that, under other circum- 
stances would be to them most obnoxious and of- 
fensive. 

Iam of the opinion that many of our sheep 
die from the effect of their eating their own 
wool, and its lodging in their stomachs, causing 
an unaccounted for death, as the woolen stock- 
ings did my friend Cleaves’ heifer. E. G. B.

‘The Patent Office Report for 1855, in an ar- 
ticle on the cattle of Russia, contains the follow- 
ing paragraph :—The annual amount of tallow 
exported from Russia is estimated at 13,746,480,- 
000 Ibs., and an equal quantity, including mut- 
ton tallow, is presumed to be used for home con- 
sumption, in the manufacture of soap, stearine, 
candles, &c.’’ If this is true, and we have little 
reason to doubt it, as Uncle Sam would not be 
likely to make such blunders in his accounts, the 
Russians are well off for grease, having, on an 
average, 400 lbs. apiece. Or, if the Emporor 
should see fit to have it all run up into candles of 
the usual size, and place them rank and file on a 
level plain, allowing one to a square inch, they 
would form a columna mile wide and seven miles 
long ; or, if placed in a line on the equator, they 
would form a belt, seven deep, around the entire 
circumference of the globe. Fat country, that!’’

GRAFTING,---QUERY. 

Mr. Eprror :—I wish to know when the best 
time is to graft apple trecs,—also, how to make 
grafting wax,—and finally, which is the best 
plan: to graft old, healthy trees that bear poor 
fruit, or to chop them down and set out young 
ones ? A SUBSCRIBER.

Nore. The best time to engraft trees is early 
in the spring. Crafts will, however, live, if put 
in any month in the year, but those put in early 
grow the best, and get hold the firmest. Our 
neighbor, M. B. Sears, who sets from fifty thou- 
sand to an hundred thousand scions every year, 
in old orchards, commences in the spring and 
continues sometimes until the apples on the trees 
are as large as bullets. In regard to old orchards 
that bear poor fruit, and are vigorous enough to 
throw out sprouts and young twigs about their 
limbs, by all means engraft them. You will find 
it a good plan to engraft these young twigs on 
the limbs, selecting and saving out the best, 
and so arranging your grafts that you will have 
anew top of them. It is the young that bear 
best,—nevertheless, some of the old limbs may 
be engrafted. If the old bark where you cut off 
to engraft be thick and stiff, shave it down thin 
with your knife, so that the swelling attachment 
of the scion may not be pinched. Be sure, also, 
not to prune an old limb too snug which you en 
graft. The leaves are pumps to bring up and 
elaborate sap, and the few leaves of the new 
scion will not be sufficient to do this work fora 
large old limb, and if none else are there the 
limb and all will die the next year. An old 
orchard prudently managed will produce apples 
and supply you until the young orchard which 
should be set out soon will commence bearing, 
and you can then better spare the old one. 
Grafting wax is made in this way: melt to- 
gether one part bees-wax, two of tallow, and 
four of resin, and work it together as you would 
shoemaker’s wax. Grafting cloth is made by dip- 
ping pieces of cotton cloth into 6 lbs. of bees- 
wax, 2 lbs. of resin, and one pint of linseed oil 
melted together,—pass the cloth through two 
sticks to scrape off the surplus; when the cloth 
is cold tear it or cut it into narrow ribbons for

CULTURE OF CARROTS. 
Frrenp Hoturs:— * * * * Butl find 


myself wandering from the purpose for which I 
kindled my lamp and took my pen in hand, which 
was to answer the inquiries as to the culture of 
carrots as directly and briefly as I may. 

There is no field crop more successfully cultiva- 
ted in this neighborhood than the carrot. When 
planted on good land, properly prepared and 
looked after, it yields from twenty to thirty tons 
to the acre, worth, for feeding stock, half as much 
as the best hay, say from $8 to $12 per ton of 40 
bushels. There are several varieties of this plant. 
The best crops I have seen were from the kind 
known as the horned carrot, growing from two to 
four inches in diameter, considerably out of the 
ground, and cutting as handsome as old cheese. 

Your correspondent from Athens asks whether 
he cannot get rid of weeds by the free use of salt. 
I think not. If he uses salt freely enough to kill 
the weeds, he will kill everything else on the land. 
Salt is better for preserving things that are grown 
than promoting their growth. I remember, a 
few years since, when it was thought the potato 
crop might be saved by the use of salt, but I have 
heard nothing of this, of late, and conclude the 
theory was visionary. 

The best crop of carrots I have seen was raised 
by Mr. J. Peaslee, two years since, on a piece of 
land that he had of me, about one mile from my 
residence. It was situated on the southerly side 
of a creek, or salt water river, and had been 
mown for several years. He plowed with one 
horse only, not more than six inches deep, applied 
a liberal coating of muscle bed, and carefully 
cleared and pulverised the land so that the seed 
was evenly distributed, by the aid of a seed sow- 
er, in rows about 16 inches apart. I saw the 
crop while it was growing, and after it was gath- 
ered. The yicld on half an acre was 17 tons, 
400 lbs., which sold, as taken from the field, at 
$9 per ton, or $157, leaving the land in good 
condition for carrots, onions, or any other crop, 
the ensuing year. In fact, the best preparation 
for onions is to grow carrots. . Both these crops 
are greedy feeders, and demand diligent attention, 
and to be kept clear of weeds and all intruders. 
Many an acre in my neighborhood, under this 
kind of culture, yields annually a net profit of 
$100, and more, in some instances. J. W. P.

THE MORGAN WITHERELL HORSE. 

Mr. Epiror :—Having noticed in the Farmer 
of last week, Mr. Merrow's card of his horse,

He has never had thorough training, but has! 
trotted a mile in two minutes and thirty-three} 
seconds, and shows his best speed toward the end| 
of the course, thereby indicating his superior 
bottom. 

Ilis present owner is a man of poor health, 
and has been from this cause prevented from 
But 
for a stock horse, a great show of speed is not of 
so much consequence as a firm, vigorous, consti- 
tution, a pleasant disposition, and mature age, 
all of which the Morgan Witherell possesses. 
His age, eight this spring, makes him, in my 
estimation, much more valuable for breeding 
purposes than colts of three or four years. This 
is a point which has been too much overlooked 
heretofore, in the selection of stuck horses. Is 
it not? 

Those whé examined the horses at the Cattle 
Show at Waterville, Me., A.D. 1856, will reeol- 
lect the horse which took the first premium, 
called the Simpson Horse, but which was the 
Morgan Witherell above spoken of. This mis- 
take in the name of the horse might be unfortu- 
nate for his reputation, if the endorsement of a 
horse by T. Simpson, Esq., was not worth more 
than any premium, from any society in the State.

KOHL-RABI. 

In consequence of the distribution of the seed 
of this vegetable among the farmers, the question 
is frequently asked, *‘ What is it, and what is its 
use?’ Itis of the cabbage family, sometimes 
ealled the Hungarian turnip, and is a plant of 
recent introduction. In some parts of England, 
a few years ago, when the turnip crop was near- 
ly destroyed by the ground caterpillar, the kohl- 
rabi was resorted to as a substitute. The plants 
propagated from German seeds produced bulbs 
supported by a six-inch pedestal stem. This was 
so hard and fibrous as to resist the attack of the 
grubs. The crop was produced for feeding sheep. 
When the grub disappeared the kohl-rabi was 
not much cultivated in Great Britain. In Ger- 
many and northern Europe it is cultivated for 
feeding cattle. It has a napiform root, resemb- 
ling the turnip, and bears leaves like the cab- 
bage. It is hardy, and keeps better in store 
than any other plant of the cabbage kind. Its 
cultivation is similar to that of the Swedish tur- 
nip, but is not so profitable. It requires astron- 
ger scil than the turnip, and endures the drought 
better. It requires to be sown about the first of 
May, or as soon after as the season will permjt. 
It is used in Germany for the table. 

Its advantages over the Swedish turnip are 
that stock prefer it, the leaves are better feed, it 
bears transplanting better than any roots, drought 
does not prevent its growth, it stands the winter 
better, keeps longer, and affords food for cows as 
late as June. So it bids fair to obtain a place 
among the standard crops. The bulb contains 
88 per cent. of water—about the sameas the 
turnip.

How ro Manure Trees ty Grass Lanp. Very 
few persons manure trees growing in sod or grass 
land, in a judicious or economical manier. The 
general practice is to dig the manure in, within 
a diameter of six feet, having the body for the 
centre. The tree takes its food from the young 
rootlets, whose mouths extend just as far on every 
side as the branches of the tree ; hence, this manure 
applied close to the body of the tree, is not where 
the roots can take it up; and of course but little 
of its value is absorbed by thetrec. If you doubt 
it, just try the experiment on two trees. Serve 
the one as above named, and the other, as follows, 
viz :—Mark a circle around the tree, having for 
its outer line, the exact radius formed by the 
overhanging branches; dig on the inner side of 
this circle, a trench two feet wide, and one foot 
deep ; mix well rotted manure half and half with 
the best of the soil, or the earth dug out of the 
trench, and fill the trench with it; then re-place 
the turf, and wheel away the refuse, or extra 
earth ; rake clean and smooth; you will have a 
good growth of tree; your fruit larger and more 
fuir, and no unsightly or unnatural hillock or 
mound around the body of the tree.

THE VEGETABLE GARDEN. 
Busu Beans should not be planted in this cli- 
mate until about the middle of May, asa slight 
frost destroys the young plants. They may be 
grown in any good rich soil, though one rather 
light is preferable. Sow in drills one inch deep, 
the beans two inches apart in the rows, and the 
rows one foot apart. Frequent hoeings will be 
necessary, and the earth should be drawn towards 
the plawts. There are several good varieties, the 
best of which are Early Six Weeks, Early Mo- 


hawk, and Dwarf China. 
Tue Lixa is the king of Beans, both for size 


and quality. They should be sown in hills, and if 
three plants grow in a hill it will be enough, tho’ 
it is better to plant half-a-dozen. Cold wet 
weather is very apt to rot the seed, and it 
is often necessary to plant the second time. A 
warm, dry situation should be selected for this 
bean. We have heard good gardeners say that 
they come up better if planted with the eye down, 
and we think there is some truth in it. The hill 
should be raised a few inches and the seed planted 
two inches deep. They require long and strong 
stakes and it is better to put the stakes in the 
ground before planting, as they require to be 
driven in the ground two feet, and should be 
about eight feet above ground. The Lima bean 
is a great luxury, either shelled and eaten green, 
or dry, Every one who hasa vegetable garden 


should have a few Lima Beans 
Caviirtower. This is the most delicious veg- 


etable of the cabbage kind. It hasa large white 
head, surrounded with long pale-green leaves, the 
white head being only eaten. Burst, in describ- 
ing it says it resembles a basin full of cheese and 
curd and rounded off, commonly called cottage 
cheese. The plants should be raised like early 
cabbage plants, and transplanted ina similar 
manner. They requirea rich soil, and where 
grown in small quantities in a vegetable garden, 
if they have the benefit of soap-suds, on washing 
days it will help them amazingly. There are 
several varieties, many of them, however, do not 
seem to head well in this country, under ordinary 
treatment. There isa variety, which we first 
imported from France, called the Early Paris, 
which heads as easily as cabbage. 

Carrors are perhaps less used here than in any 
country in the world. In France they are con- 
sidered one of the necessaries of the table, and 
are particularly prized as a material for soup 
making. It isa very wholesome vegetable, and 
deserves more notice than it receives. The Early 
Short-Horn, is the earliest and best carrat for 
the table. It never grows more than six inches 
long. Next to this,;and valuable fora winter 
supply is the Altringham. A deep, rich, sandy 
soil is best for the carrot. 

Cetery is a luxury highly prized, and eagerly 
sought. Market gardeners do not raise one half 
of what they could dispose of at remunerating 
prices. Scarcely a city in the Union is half sup- 
plied with this vegetable. Fashion, as well as 
taste, has created a demand for celery that will 
not be supplied in many years. Celery plants 
should be raised in a hot-bed, as before described 
or may be grown ina very warm border. The 
plants should be grown thin so that they may be- 
come strong and hardy before transplanting into 
the trench. Most of the plants we see exposed 
for sale at our seed-stores, and sold by the dozen, 
are grown so thick, that they are puny and worth- 
less. The plants are all the stronger and better, if 
transplanted from the seed-bed into a warm bor- 
der, some three inches apart, and there allowed 
to harden. 

After the plants are ready, dig trenches, a foot 
wide, and the same in depth, throwing the earth 
out on each side of the trench, and nicely sloping 
it off, so that the soil will not fall into the trench. 
lf several trenches are dug they should be three 
feet apart. Some six inches of thoroughly rot- 
ted manure should then be dug into the bottom 
of the trench. [If the subsoil is poor it will be 
necessary to take out about six inches, and throw 
in the same quantity of surface soil, to mix with 
the manure. Then take the plants up carefully, 
cut off the tops of the leaves, and shorten the 
roots if they are long and straggling, and plant 
them in the trenches, four inches apart. Water 
and shade from the sun for a few days, until the 
plants are established. The after culture will 
simply consist in keeping the soil mellow, and 
earthing up. The earthing may be done at sever- 
al times, but it will not be necessary to commence 
until about the first of September. Hold the 
leaves tightly together with one hand, while with 
the other draw the fine earth carefully around 
the stems. Care must be exercised that no earth 
gets into the centre of the plant, or it will dis- 
color the stalks, and sometimes cause them to 
rot. As the weather becomes cooler in the fall 
the earthing must be continued, and kept nearly 
to the tops of the leaves. The earthing, like all 
other operations in the garden, should be neatly 
done. Celery can remain in the ground until 
winter is expected to set in, when it should be 
placed in the cellar, in earth or sand, where it 
will keep good for a long time. 











Piantine Porators. We think we have seen 
published lately a dozen modes of cultivating the 
potatoe, each farmer thinking his mode the best. 
The last modo is that of a farmer in Onondaga 
county, N. Y. He thinks that a pretty dry, 
gravelly, sandy loam, is the best soil ; takes twenty 
cords of good horse manure to the acre, spreads 
it evenly over the ground, plows it in about nine 
inches, harrows it lightly, marks out the rows 
34 feet each way, cuts his potatoes so that each 
piece has two eyes, places three pieces in a hill 
in the form of a triangle, and covers with two 
inches of dirt ; commences cultivating between 
the rows both ways, when three inches high, and 
so on as they grow, until he has a rather flat hill 
about 58 inches in circumference—keeps clear of 
weeds, &c. In this way he has raised from 300 
to 500 bushels per acre. § [Germantowii Tel. 





Gvano ror Mrtons. We had avery fine melon 
patch which was well nigh destroyed by. the 
striped bug. ‘The vines had just commenced 
running, and in two or three days the bugs had 
stripped nearly every leaf. Asa desperate reme- 
dy, we applied a handful of guano on top of the 





hill as the vines had ran, taking care that 
it did not fill on the leaf. In twenty-four hours 
not a bug seen ; the vines had assumed 
a healthy appearance, and ate now 
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TRUE POLICY OF MAINE. 

We have, in former numbers, dilated some- 
what upon the suggestions of the Portland Me- 
morial, viz.: that the Legislature of Maine should, 
first, invite into our borders the investment of 
foreign capital by exempting it for a term of 
years from taxation; and second, grant such aids 
and facilities to the construction of Railroads in- 
to and among our public lands, in order to virtu- 
ally bring them and the settler.and his produce 
nearer to markets. On this last topic we wish to 
say further, that one who has never been in the 
section where these lands are located, can have 
but little idea what immense amounts of differ- 
ent kinds of lumber are now wholly lost—rotting 
and decaying in the forest, of no earthly use to 
any one, which, if a Railroad were constructed 
into their neighborhood, would soon be forwarded 
to market and made a source of profit and good 
use both to settler and buyer. In addition to 
this, th> agricultural produce of that region, 
would soon be quadrupled; for the settler, find- 
ing that if he raised’a bushel of potatoes or Wheat, 
or a pound of clover seed, it would not cost him 
the price of two, besides his time and personal 
labor to get it to market ; it would start the bu- 
siness of agriculture up wonderfully, and every 
tuft of grass, every calf, and pig, and chicken 
would rise in value. .

THE GREAT SUBMARINE TELEGRAPH. 


In the late English papers we have some very 
interesting particulars concerning the telegraphic 
cable now constructing, to connect the United 
States and Great Britain,—one of the greatest 
exploits of engineering skill, and mechanical in- 
genuity, ever attempted. Speaking of its con- 


struction, an English paper says :—

he line made at Greenwich will be coiled on 
bourd the Agamemnon, which will be accom- 
nied by the Terrible, one of the largest steam 
rigates, to assist in laying down. The four 
vessels will proceed in oummgeny ; 
the Atlantic, where the ends of the cable will be 


carefully joined, and each ship will make the 


best of its way to its own shores. Five miles of 


the cable where it joins in the centre will be 
made of steel wire, to enable it to bear the great 
strain at starting. For fifteen miles from the 
coast of Treland, it will also be made of immense 
strength and thickness, to insure it from injury 
from ship’s anchors. The same precautions are 
also to be adopted at the other extremity at New- 
foundland, though only to five miles’ distance 


from the shore, as the water there is very much 


deeper. 

By newspaper writers some fears are expressed 
that the present cable will not answer the pur- 
pose for which it is intended,—that it-has not 
sufficient durability, &e. A writer in the Lon- 
don Times says :-— 

The Atlantic cable is beyond all doubt a beau- 
tiful specimen of manufacturing skill. It pos- 
sesses several essential requisites. Its cost, we 
believe, is only $100 per mile; its weight only 
one ton per mile. It is contracted for to bear the

In the 
first place, there is no wire fur the return cur- 
rent, and the conducting wire itself is ridicn- 
lously small (1-16th of an inch in diameter) 
when it is considered that it is intended to carry 
a current for nearly 3000 miles. ‘The latter is a 
most serious fault ; so also is covering the out- 
side with so fine a description of wires that three 
months rust will entirely destroy them. But the 
greatest fault of all is, that the cable is con- 
structed on a wrong principle. 

In a previous article on the subject of subma- 
rine telegraphic communication we pointed out 
the errors which have already led to the destruc- 
tion of so many cables, and the simple manner in 
which they are remedied by Mr. Allen’s patents. 
This Atlantic cable, - see | with regard to light- 
ness and cheapness a step in the right direction, 
is still not in the right path.

| any severe strain in paying it out must, by 


stretching the outside wires, either attenuate or 
break the copper conductor, or injure its insula- 
tion. This is a simple fact which those least eon- 
versant with mechanics can easily understand. 
At the lowest computation the Atlantic cable 
will stretch two feet per mile. At the deepest 
parts where it must be laid, six miles will be sus- 
pended at one time. What becomes of the con- 
ducting wire during this elongation of twelve 
feet? It must either break or become attenuated. 
The latter accident, we believe. will be as bad as 
the former, for at present it will be most difficult 
to get the current through 3000 miles of 1-16th 
of an inch wire, and quite impossible if cither 
strain or pressure reduce it in any part to 1-24th 
or 1-32d of an inch diameter, as in electricity 
the weakest part becomes the standard of the 
whole. We do not mean to say that the present 
cable will not succeed, but the chances are against 
it, and it is almost certain that before it has been 
down twelve months it will, like others similarly 
constructed, be perfectly useless. 


But the great problem of the possibility of 
telegraphic communication through such an un- 
broken circuit of nearly 3000 miles, will soon be 
solved, beyond doubt. In opposition to the 


| Opinion of the writer above quoted, Lieut. J. M. 


Brooke, U.S. N., by means of whose invention 
deep sea soundings are now taken, and the sound- 
ings were made for the ocean telegraph, ina 
communication to the National Intelligencer, ex- 
presses the opinion that even if the present cable 
be not successfully laid, the eventual accomplish- 
ment of the enterprise can scarcely be doubted. 
The great secret of success lies in the construc- 
tion of the ca>le. He says :— 

We know, for instance, that not unfrequently 
four or five miles of small twine, less than one- 
tenth of an inch in diameter, have been veered 
into and dragged by heavy weights to the bottom 
of the sea; and that in some instapces these 
lines have been recovered from a depth of nearly 
four miles. Suppose that, without attaching 
weights, you were to pay this twine frecly out, 
and to run on with the ship ; you might go from 
New York to Ireland, and if the line were slack 
enough to meet the demands of diverse currents 
it would be unbroken. This twine would require 
no regulating machinery, but it would scarcely 
sink to the bottom. Now; in some experiments 
in the Gulf Stream, under the direction of Lieut. 
Walsh, six miles of steel wire were veered out, 
and much of it was recovered before breaking. 
You might then, but for its too rapid descent, 
span the ocean with a wire; it would reach bot- 
tom quickly, but would require the most minute 
attention and various appliances to regulate its 
velocity and to guard against waste. So that 
what we require is to combine, as it were, 
the strength of iron with the lightness of 
twine ; to construct ¢ cable that may be strewn 
upon the water, to find its way slowly to the 
bottom, while the ship runs at her highest speed. 
Thus the greatest resistance to the descent of the 
cable may be obtained and the tendency to slide 
away diminished. 

Granting, then, that the present experiment 
will be successful, and the balance of opinions 
certainly favor it, by the latter part of August, 
or first of September, our readers may expect 
foreign news in the Farmer, of a date only 24 
hours previous to its issue, while the daily papers 
will, according to some calculations, give their 
readers information of important events some 
hours before they happen! That is getting ahead 
of Time, in a manner to suit even a Yankee.

As the act of 
March disturbs but to a slight extent the classifi- 
cation of imports made by the act of 1846, the 
construction heretofore given by the Treasury 
Department to the act is —_—— except where 
that law has been modified. 

The provisions of the 20th section of the act of 
August, 1842, furnish the rule of construction to 
be applied to articles not specially designated in 
the several schedules of the act of 1857. All 
other articles not so susceptible of classification 
will be liable toa duty of 15 per cent. 

Merchandise in public store on the Ist of July 
next, or in bond under the warehousing laws, 
whether deposited in any warehouse authorized 
by law or passing in transitu under bond from 
one port of the United States to another, will, 
irrespective of the date of their original importa- 
tion or bonding, be subject, on withdrawal for 
consumption, to the rates of duty prescribed by 
the act of 1857. . 

As to the admission of sheep’s wool, manufac- 
tured, of the valus of 20c per Ib. or less, at the 
port of exportation, the Secretary decides that 
the value in the foreign market does not include 
the expenses of packing, commissions, Or charges 
incurred in shipment. y

Furtrner Particutars. The New York Herald 
gives the following particulars of the outbreak:— 

‘*At breakfast time on Sunday morning about 
sixty of the prisoners, having knocked down the 

uard, formed in two parties, one of which made 
for the river and the other for the village. They 
were pursued, and after a short chase every one 
of them was captured. No one was seriously 
hurt in the melee. The conspiracy, however, 
was not confined to the above mentioned gangs. 
The remaining prisoners, at the conclusion of 
their breakfast, and upon a preconcerted signal 
being given, rushed upon the keeper and were 
beating him, when the agent of the prison came 
to his rescue and discharged his pistols among 
the convicts. This had the effect of quelling the 
revolt: Quiet was restored and punishment in- 
flicted on the offenders. The ringleaders were 
two brothers named Dunn. The affair seems to 
have been concocted with considerable skill, and 
had the prisoners scattered, instead of keeping 
in compact bodies, doubtless many of them 
would have effected their escape. It is evident 
that there is a laxity of discipline in our penal 
institutions. Within a few weeks two Wardens 
of the Massachusetts State Prison have been mur- 
dered by convicts; not long sincea revolt was 
attempted at Auburn, and this is the second con- 
spiracy to escape at Sing Sing.”’

ing such crossing, to stop’his engine at some point within 
the distance of five huadred feet of such crossing, and when 
he resumes his course to pass at a rate not exceeding eight 
miles an hour over such crossing ; and when two or more 
crossings on the same railroad are situated within four hun- 
dred feet of each other, one stop shall suffice fer both. 

Sect. 2. For every violation of this act, the engine-man 
offending shali forfeit and pay the sum of one hundred dol- 
lara; and the jon on whose railroad such offense | 
shal] be committed, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two hun- | 
dred dollars, to be recovered by indictment in the ccunty 
where the offense was committed.
